At this time, the Department does not have any formal plans or recommendations to terminate its Agreement with the 
Friends of Runyon Canyon. The Department values all of its partnerships and is working closely to internally evaluate all 
of our existing agreements with the City's various park advisory boards and neighborhood friend park organizations. It is 
the Department's goal to ensure that all our parks and their surrounding community stakeholders work collaboratively to 
help ensure healthy, enjoyable parks for everyone. It is our hope that all interested community members interested in 
Runyon Canyon can work together to help support the Park system and to engage each other in healthy dialogue. As 
stated in our last Commission meeting, should the Department decided to make future improvements or engage other 
potential sponsorship opportunities at Runyon Canyon, it will remain committed to work closely with all affected and 
interested community stakeholders before any final recommendations are approved.
